gent families back to their home 
states when it is found that their

It proposes an increase in ap­ 
propriations for the federal farm 
replacement serv ice in order that 
the agency may consign "migrant 
ex perts” to areas where the mi­ 
gratory problem is most prev alent. 
The agents would act as "weather 
men” and would direct migrant 
labor to localities offering the 
best opportunities for permanent 
employ ment.

dom of opinion and of the press,” 
the British ambassador said. “ It 
also means the responsibility of 
the indiv idual citizen for law and 
gov ernment that rests on the con­ 
sent of the gov erned.”

The back bone becomes loosened 
du ring roasting, and it can be re­ 
mov ed easily in the k itchen. When 
this has been done, it is ju st as 
jeasy to carv e a loin roast as it 


j is one with no bones at all. 
Mr. Cu llen has some other tip s 
on carv ing which will stand the 
¡host in good stead, whatev er the 
meat to be carv ed. And he giv es

Poultrv men should realize that 
those pullets which start lay ing 
early and show a fairly high rate 
of egg production during the first 
three months of the lav ing y ear 
are apt to prov e the best lay ers 
and to be most profitable, ac­ 
cording to Ross E, Crane, assist­ 
ant farm adv isor representing the 
Univ ersity of California Agricul­ 
tural Ex tension serv ice in Orange 
county . 
Crane states that such early 
m aturity in pullets is probably 
largely inherited. Because of this.; 
practical poultry men who wish to 
sav e pullets for a breeding flock I 
should separate these early ma-; 
turing birds from the rest of the 
flock and use them for breeding 
during the following y ear. 
Bv Themselv es 
Later maturing birds that hav e 
good phy sical dev elopment should 
be placed in pens by themselv es. 
They can then be forced along by 
use of more stimulating feeds and 
perhaps by use of electric lights. 
The rest of the flock will then 
be made up of culls and late m a­ 
turing birds which should be sold 
immediately .

shown that they will nev er be­ 
come profitable commercial birds.

Hav e y ou heard the story of the 
hen whose gizzard was remov ed 
for the sake of science? She at­ 
tracted thousands at the World’s 
Poultry Congress in Clev eland. 
A skillful surgeon put "Lady 
Lime Crest” to sleep and took out 
her gizzard without her knowing 
it. She was then fed a balanced 
mash 
ration 
containing 
"Lime 
Crest” Maniodized Calcite (Cal- 
cite Flour, Potassium Iodide, and 
Manganese Sulphate). The ex peri­ 
ment prov ed that if birds are fed 
a balanced ground ration, with all 
the minerals they req uire, they 
will be perfectly healthy and pro­ 
duce normally —without a gizzard. 
It shows, furthermore, that the 
av erage hen with a gizzard eats 
grav el and grit as much (if not 
more) for the mineral elements as 
for the grinding. 
In ordinary practice, at present, 
the usual method is to feed a 
limestone or calcite grit which is 
relativ ely easily dissolv ed by the 
acids of digestion; or to use oy ­ 
ster shell and a high-mineral grit 
in addition to the minerals in the 
mash.

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UNLIMITED DISCRETION OF 
ELECTRIC BOARD 
Few peo ple realize the almo st tyrannical and 
unlimited po wer given the Santa Ana Bo ard o f 
Examiners fo r electrical wo rkers. 
As an illus­ 
tratio n o f the bro ad po wers they have to deter­ 
mine who may no electrical wo rk, the o rdinance 
Says, ‘T he Bo ard o f Examiners may, fro m time 
to time, mo dify these rules and metho ds o f pro ­ 
cedure.” 
If ihis means anything, it means they can make 
a rule o ne day when an applicant is taking an 
examinatio n and the next day they can change it, 
so that they can allo w any man who m they wish, 
to pass the examinatio n and keep any man who m 
they wish to fro m passing. 
It do es no t seem as if we are living in Santa 
Ana, Califo rnia, when we give peo ple po wer o ver 
the means o f a wo rker making a liveliho o d, as 
this clause gives the electrical bo ard in Santa 
Ana. 
Of co urse, this means th a t they limit the co m­ 
petitio n so that the public pays a much higher 
price fo r electrical wo rk in Santa Ana than they 
wo uld be o bliged to pay if it were no t fo r this 
o rdinance. 
This clause, plus the numero us licenses which 
they impo se o n each wo rker o r jo urneyman, no 
m atter ho w much wo rk they do , makes it very 
discrim inato ry against the man with small means 
and o ne who is trying to start in business. 
It is 
an o rdinance that plays into the hands o f the big 
co ntracto rs, as o ppo sed to the little co ntracto rs. 
If we w ant justice do ne to ho me o wners, eter­ 
nal vigilance m ust be the price o f liberty o n lo cal, 
as well as natio nal, subjects. 


Cl RE FOR SCANDAL 
With a gro wing sense o f public o utrage, Califo r­ 
nia has heard disclo sures o f inco mpetence, waste, 
po litical favo ritism and radical do minatio n in the 
adm inistratio n o f State relief. Sho cked citizens 
demand a cleanup, and insist that means be fo und 
to relieve the ro lls o f tho usands o f relief chiselers, 
aided in many instances, acco rding to the Senate 
investigating co mmittee, by relief o fficials them ­ 
selves. 
If the situatio n were o nly half so bad, it wo uld 
still be high time, fro m the standpo int o f the 
average citizen, fo r actio n, determined and drastic. 
Amo ng rem edial pro po sals which the legisla­ 
ture is expected • to co nsider this mo nth is the 
publicatio n in o fficial advertisements in each 
co unty, o f the names o f all relief recipients. In 
the past relief o fficials have o ppo sed the plan as 
unkind. But since the law requires the publicatio n 
o f delinquent tax lists, the questio n is asked: “why 
no t relief lists.” 
In the o pinio n o f many leaders, relief will be 
purged o f graft, favo ritism and radical do mina­ 
tio n o nly when it is adm inistered lo cally, under 
the rigid supervisio n o f the ho me fo lk where the 
recipients are actually kno wn. Acco rding to sur­ 
veys, the co st o f relief adm inistratio n wo uld be re­ 
duced 25 per cent by such a mo ve. 
Any plan, it is co nceded, wo uld be a go o d o ne 
th a t weeded o ut the hundreds o f “relief” cases like 
Mrs. Jo nes, who se ex-husband pays her $100 a 
mo nth alimo ny—and who se friends and neighbo rs 
kno w it. And like Mr. Smith, who has o ther ade­ 
quate but unadm itted inco me in additio n to his 
regular relief check. No bo dy likes to lo o k fo o lish, 
as the average citizen do es when he tightens his 
o wn belt to eke o ut “relief” fo r the needy, o nly 
to iind his effo rts have been spent to m aintain in­ 
stead, a ho st o f 
star-bo arders” and smirking 
parasites. 
While publicatio n o f the relief lists is so me­ 
w hat pro blematical in view o f the fact that relief 
has been o rganized as o ne o f the stro ngest pres­ 
sure bo dies in the State to day, it is nevertheless 
po ssible that publicity, the same means that 
bio ught the relief scandal to light, might well 
serve to prevent such scandal in the future. 


R OOSE V E LT'S T AX SOP HISMS 
News dispatches repo rt th a t President Ro o se­ 
velt o ppo ses taxes which will curtail co nsumer 
purchasing po wer. 
The inference is th a t there 
is a discriminato ry so rt o f a tax th a t do es no t re- 
’ duce co nsumer purchasing po wer. 
The o nly kind 
i o f a tax that do es no t reduce co nsum er purchas­ 
ing po wer is a unifo rm tax the pro ceeds o f which ! 
are used to perfo rm services which can be do ne 
mo re eco no mically by the go vernment than they j 
can be do ne by private citizens, such as fire de­ 
partm ents, po licing, judicial and natio nal defense. 
But, when the go vernment do es things th a t can 
be do ne better and mo re eco no mically privately; 
than they can be do ne publicly and attem pts to 
claim th a t this can be do ne by taxing the big 
pro ducers, they are making a claim th at do es no t 
stand up under lo gic o r the experiences o f histo ry. 
It is a fallacio us claim, because the mo ney 
which they take fro m the big pro ducers is mo ney 
that wo uld be used to buy labo r to create new 
wealth. 
And this new wealth wo uld m ake every 
co nsumer in the land buy mo re fo r the wealth 
th at he pro duces. 
I t wo uld raise their standard 
o f living. 
So , when the go vernm ent attem pts to 
lax peo ple o n a magical theo ry th a t they are no t 
reducing purchasing po wer by so do ing, they are, 
in reality, reducing purchasing po wer in the lo ng 
run much mo re than they wo uld be reducing it if 
they taxed directly so th at all wo uld pay o n the 
same principle. 
They are, in sho rt, simply eating up the seed 
co rn and every co nsumer, co nsequently, can have 
less fo o d, shelter and co mfo rts. 
If o nly the peo ple co uld understand the hy 
po crisy, o r erro rs, o f the Ro o sevelt theo ry o f 
taxes, the who le New Deal scheme wo uld co l­ 
lapse. Their who le plan is based o n the falla 
cio us theo ry th a t there is so me way o f levying 
discrim inato ry taxes w itho ut reducing purchasing 
po wer.

TOO M AN Y COOKS SP OIL THE B R OTH 


O ur so cial pro blems are a result o f to o many 
co o ks spo iling the bro th. No wadays, an individual 
in business has to , in reality, get the co nsent o f 
the m ajo rity, o r the m ajo rity’s representatives, 
befo re he can pro ceed to supply the co m fo rts o f 
life in mo st any line. 
An emplo yer has to get the co nsent o f the go v­ 
ernm ent as to w hether he dare put o n a beginner 
to learn and ho w much he m ust pay them. 
He has to get the co nsent o f the m ajo rity o f 
the peo ple to determ ine w hat part o f the fruits 
o f the pro ductio n he may get and w hat part he 
may keep fro m the tax co llecto r, if he happens 
to have anything left cut o f the undertaking. 
He has to get, in reality, the co nsent o f the 
majo rity, o r their representatives, if he m akes a 
lo ng time co ntract, in o rder to kno w ho w the 
pro ducts o f his labo r will be exchanged fo r do l­ 
lars. 
The result is he do es no t have much to say abo ut 
ho w wealth is pro duced and distributed. Our 
tro uble is that we have to o many co o ks in o ur 
so cial and eco no mic bro th. It is an o ld axio m 
that everybo dy’s business is no bo dy’s business. 
The result is less business.

WHAT AME R ICA NE E DS MOST 


W hat America needs mo st is mo re peo ple de­ 
manding th a t each m an gets w hat he pro duces. 
Practically every perso n in the United States will 
co ntend th a t he believes in this principle, yet he 
repeatedly denies it by what he advo cates. 
He denies it when he advo cates^ anything th at 
interferes w ith free exchanges, such as graduated 
taxes, co llective bargaining, tariffs, pro rates, m a­ 
jo rity rule educatio n a t public expense. 
All these 
are co ntradictio ns to the axio m th at each man 
sho uld get w hat he pro duces. 
If we need anything in America it is a crusade 
to get peo ple to demand co nsistently th a t each 
man sho uld get what he pro duces.

THE NEED OF AMENDMENT 
(Lo s Angeles Times) 
Yesterday’s decisio ns o f the Supreme Co urt in a 
series o f Labo r Bo ard cases emphasize the neces­ 
sity o f early amendment o f the W agner Act, since 
they upho ld the Labo r Bo ard’s po wer to tram ple o n 
the rights o f mino rities, o r what it cho o ses to call 
mino rities. They are no t even given the chance to 
pro ve that they may be majo rities. 
One o f the decisio ns, at least, was no t unexpect­ 
ed; th at which upheld the ruling that the Interna­ 
tio nal Lo ngsho remen’s and Wareho usemen’s Unio n, 
C.I.O., sho uld be the exclusive bargaining agency 
fo r Pacific Co ast w ater-fro nt wo rkers. 
The Dis­ 
trict o f Co lumbia co urts had already declined to 
mo dify the ruling and the Supreme Co urt fo llo wed 
suit. 
The result o f the ruling is to o utlaw the 
A. F. L. lo ngsho remen in all Pacific Co ast po rts 
even tho se in which they have a majo rity, and 
to deprive them o f the means o f earning a 
liveliho o d. 
The A.F.L. co ntentio n in this case was that the 
Labo r Bo ard sho uld have perm itted a cho ice o f bar­ 
gaining agencies fo r each emplo yer. 
Since mo st 
lo ngsho remen do no t wo rk co ntinuo usly fo r o ne em­ 
plo yer, such an arrangem ent might pro ve co mpli­ 
cated. 
But equity wo uld seem to require that the 
lo ngsho remen in each po rt sho uld be perm itted to 
cho o se their o wn bargaining agency. To aid Harry 
Bridges and the C.I.O., the Labo r Bo ard ruled that 
bargaining sho uld be o n a co ast-wide basis. 
The po wer to make arbitrary and unreaso nable 
rulings o f this character sho uld be taken fro m the 
Labo r Bo ard. 
The Supreme 
Co urt is pro bably 
right, as a m atter o f law, to rule that it has such 
po wer, and to rule o therwise wo uld be to infringe 
the so le privilege o f Co ngress to legislate. Resto r­ 
ing equity is a jo b fo r Co ngress and it sho uld do 
it witho ut delay. 
In ano ther case the Labo r Bo ard is upheld ic 
putting o nly o ne unio n o n the ballo t, giving em­ 
plo yees Ho bso n’s cho ice. In a third, the right o f em­ 
plo yees to vo te fo r an independent unio n is denied 
because the Labo r Bo ard cho se to decide that the 
ndependent unio n was “co mpany do minated.” 
, Here again, wo rkers are unreaso nably denied a 
ree cho ice o f bargaining agencies. 
If they wish 
to cho o se an independent unio n it sho uld be their 
privilege to do so , and the law sho uld upho ld that 
privilege. 
Since it do es no t, it must be 


ing, respectiv ely , with emplo y ment, 
the co nsumer, the emplo y ee and the 
inv esto r. In all, there are 28 sepa­ 
rate 
planks 
o r 
pro po sals 
under 
these fo ur headings. 
Naturally , the emphasis is upo n 
the freedo m o f initiativ e and enter­ 
prise, and upo n the "v ital impo r­ 
tance” o f priv ate sav ings and in­ 
v estment in pro v iding the reso urces 
fo r plant equipment, fo r new un­ 
dertakings, and fo r a larger v o lume 
o f pro ductio n. The key to the pro per 
functio ning o f these facto rs is pro fits, 
and the plank o n this subject is 
wo rth quo ting in full: 
“ Reco gnitio n o f the so cial v alue 
o f the pro fit mo tiv e as a po werful 
incentiv e to all pro ductiv e effo rt, 
and o f the eco no mic need fo r pro fits 
in industry sufficient to maintain 
and ex pand ex isting enterprise.” 
It is to be ex pected that the 
leaden' 
o f industry 
wo uld stand 
squarely against the po litical ef­ 
fo rts that are being made to so cial­ 
ize industry and against the theo ­ 
retical do ctrines o f the so cio -co m­ 
munist gro up. On the po litical side, 
the pro gram has been to ex tend the 
field o f go v ernment in business and 
to establish 
go v ernment-co ntro lled 
cheap credit institutio ns to supply 
the funds required by business. The 
reaso n alleged fo r go v ernment fin- 
nancing o f business is that priv ate 
inv esto rs will no t do it, but this is 


o nly a thin disguise fo r the real o b­ 
jectiv e, which is to effect the trans­ 
fer o f business, and especially small 
business, 
fro m 
priv ate 
to 
public 
o wnership. 
The leading tenet o f the so cio ­ 
co mmunist creed is o ppo sitio n to 
pro fits. The industrial platfo rm pro p­ 
erly meets this o ppo sitio n by stress­ 
ing the "so cial v alue o f pro fits as a 
po werful incentiv e to all pro ductiv e 
effo rt.” That platfo rm co uld hav e 
added, with entire accuracy , 
the 
statement 
that 
the 
go v ernmental 
po licies to ward pro fits and the risk 
assumptio n fo r which pro fits, when 
realized, are a reward, hav e been 
the principal reaso n fo r that inac­ 
tiv ity o f inv esto rs and fo r the lack 
o f v itality in the brief, spasmo dic 
eco no mic reco v eries since 19 32. It 
might also hav e added that this des­ 
tructio n o f the pro fit incentiv e is a 
necessary part o f the build-up fo r 
the ro le to be play ed by go v ern­ 
ment as the sav io r o f the peo ple 
thro ugh its 
interv entio n 
to 
keep 
things mo v ing. 
At o ne po int, unfo rtunately , the 
platfo rm is silent. This is o n the sub­ 
ject o f go v ernment. It is said that 
the best results, under the pro gram 
as o utlined, will be o btained with 
"so und go v ernmental po licies,” but 
no suggestio ns are made that wo uld 
co ntribute to the fo rmulatio n o f such 
so und po licies. Obv io usly , there is 
no t so much need o f po licies at this 
po int as there is need o f a new and 
different attitude. There hav e been 
to o many po licies, and the co untry 
needs no thing so much as fewer 
and better po licies. Ev en mo re im­ 
po rtant, ho wev er, is a change o f at­ 
titude, fro m ho stility , suspicio n, dis­ 
respect and into lerance, to sy mpa­ 
thetic understanding, appro v al and 
enco uragement. 
The alleged failure o f business to 
co o perate with the New Deal is like 
the failure o f Finland to co o perate 
with Russia. It is time to sto p listen­ 
ing to the purv ey o rs o f hate, with­ 
in and witho ut the administratio n, 
and to striv e fo r such an atmo sphere 
as President Mo nro e created, which 
caused 
his 
administratio n 
to 
be 
called, "The era o f go o d feeling.” 
The industrial platfo rm fo r 19 40 is 
a genero us inv itatio n to ward such an 
era.

Pro tein 
Supply 
in 
Diet 
Bears 
Watching To Give Bo dy Cells 
Sufficient Fo o d 
Pro teins are the materials o ut 
o f 
which 
o ur 
bo dies are built. 
They co nstitute the essential ele­ 
ments o f the cell. 
Eighteen per 
cent o f o ur bo dies co nsist o f pro ­ 
tein. 
Since the pro teins o f 
o ur 
bo dy are co nstantly being used up 
and destro yed, it is necessary fo r 
us to supply the bo dy with addi­ 
tio nal pro tein m aterial 
fo r 
re­ 
placement. 
When we starve, the pro tein 
m aterial o f the bo dy is called up­ 
o n, and the effects o n o ur tissues 
are o bvio usly no t beneficial. After 
any lo ng co ntinued fever o r wast­ 
ing disease, the demand fo r pro ­ 
tein is again in excess o f the usual 
requirement. 
In time 
o f 
need, 
pro tein can also supply 
the 
re­ 
quirement o f the bo dy fo r energy; 
but this is a wasteful perfo rm­ 
ance. Fats and carbo hydrates are 
the real eco no mical fuel materials. 
The pro teins include a large va- 
irety o f amino acids. 
When pro ­ 
tein fo o d is taken into the sto m­ 
ach. it is acted o n by the pepsin 
and hydro chlo ric acid which make 
up w hat is called the gastric se­ 
cretio n o r gastric juice. When the 
fo o d passes o n fro m the sto mach 
into the intestines, 
it 
beco mes 
subjected to the actio n o f o ther 
s e e r etio ns, 
including 
trypsin, 
which co mes fro m the pancreas. 
These also help to digest the pro ­ 
tein m aterial so that it can be 
taken up by the bo dy fluids and 


carried to the cells which uses it 
fo r gro wth and repair. 
Mo st 
pro teins 
are 
co mpo sed 
chemically o f a number o f ele­ 
ments, including carbo n, hydro gen 
nitro gen, o xygen and sulfur. So me 
also co ntain pho spho rus and small 
amo unts o f o ther elements. Since 
several 
different 
pro tein 
sub­ 
stances may co ntain 
the 
same 
amo unts o f these 
vario us 
ele­ 
ments, we kno w that the nature 
o f the pro tein depends o n the way 
in which the elements are arrang­ 
ed in the mo lecule. 
No t 
al 
pro teins 
are 
equally 
useful in the diet o f man. 
While 
there are 2 amino acids o r pro ­ 
tein substances in the human bo dy 
it is kno wn that there are 10 ab­ 
so lutely essential in the diet fo r 
go o d gro wth and health. 
These 
10 amino acids canno t be manu­ 
factured in the bo dy and must be 
supplied in the diet. 
They are 
called “nutritio nally essentials” o r 
“nutritio nally indispensable” ami­ 
no acids. 
When any o ne o f these 10 is ab­ 
sent very lo ng 
fro m 
the 
diet, 
gro wth and tissue repair are no t 
satisfacto ry. 
The 10 amino acids 
that are essential have strange 
chemical names like arginine, his­ 
tidine, lysine 
and 
trypto phane 
But no bo dy buys them by such 
names in the gro cery sto res. 
We do no t buy them in pure 
chemical fo rm. 
We buy them as 
co nstituents o f well-kno wn fo o d 
m aterials — eggs, milk, cheese, 
m eat o r' fish. 
A study made in New Yo rk o n 
1000 residents sho wed a tendency 
to take an insufficient amo unt o f 
go o d 
pro tein 
fo o d.

He is respected in Chi­ 
cago , where the labo r mo vement

o f the mo vies and the stage o f the 
entire United States, is a typical 
specimen. Jim m y gets $25,000 a 
year and wo rks full time fo r his 
unio n, even in his po litical ro le as 
member o f the park bo ard. 
Bill fo r Wages 
He is so alert to turn up a do l­ 
lar in pay fo r the treasury o f his 
unio n th at a resident o f Chicago , 
sitting do wn to play a few bars 
o n the piano in his o wn ho me, 
has a feeling that he is likely to 
receive a bill next day fo r a full 
night’s wages o f Jim my’s musi­ 
cians. 
A man who puts a reco rd o n 
the pho no graph in the privacy o f 
his ho me may well leel that if 
so meo ne repo rts him to Jimmy 
the Musicians’ Unio n will be after 
him fo r the price o f a who le o r­ 
chestra, payable into the unio n 
treasury, subject to Jim my’s o r­ 
der. 
Welco me to Panda 
No t so lo ng ago the Chicago 
Daily News impo rted fro m China 
a little 
animal 
called a giant 
panda. The newspaper arranged a 
bit o f ceremo ny to so lemnize its 
arrival, and so meo ne tho ught it 
wo uld be appro priate that a de­ 
tachm ent o f Chinese Bo y Sco uts 
turn o ut and blo w a few bugle 
no tes at the railro ad statio n. 
The Chinese Bo y Sco uts were 
o n the jo b ready to bugle the pan­ 
da welco me to their city when a

may, the demand was typical o f 
Jimmy's attitude.
